Bigger Building 
Year Than In 1934 


Building activity in Sierra 
Madre is continuing to show 
marked progress over the same 
period of last year, according to 
statistics revealed this week by 
City Clerk Waverly Pratt. 

Permits have been issued to 
the amount of $17,585 since Jan¬ 
uary 1, as compared with $13,168 
up until April in 1934. The total 
value of permits issued for the 
past 30-day period, however, are 
behind last season, valuing $3473 
as against $9410 .All of the per¬ 
mits issued were for repair jobs, 
no new construction being au¬ 
thorized since February.

Fall Near Record

D r. Frank Crane once said 
that if he were publishing a 
dictionary ,therc would be 
just one word in it—“adjust.”

The attention of 
the whole 74th Congress was 
strikingly called to the Townsend 
Plan by its introduction. The

for result—the opposition showed 
their hand, unwittingly pointing 
out how our finished product 
should and could be materially 
strengthened; our friends rallied 
to our aid with many construc¬ 
tive ideals; the result is, the 
strong, shoe k-proof complete 
structure built on that broad firm 
foundation— the first McGroarty 
Bill.” All of which is so en¬ 
couraging that It surmounts the 
apparent setbacks that appear to 
block the progress of the cause 
at different times.
